posures will prev ent the spread 
of the disease.

the public can aid materially . 
“ For instance, a man who re­ 
sides in the v icinity 
of Laurel 
street, 
near the 
Sax ton home,

raly sis quarantine, called me y es­ 
terday . 
He said, ‘I just want to 
tell y ou that my children hav e 
been ex posed to the disease thru 
contact with the Sax ton children, 
and I think they should be includ­ 
ed in the v erbal quartine fist.’

thanked him for the information, 
told him to keep his children out 
Qf school, keep them at home and 
away from other children. 
That 
is a good ex ample of the cooper­ 
ation necessary on the part of 
citizens in aiding health authori­ 
ties to stamp out epidemics.“ —
